We often hear it said that women are 
slaves to fashion, but, when it comes to 
dressing sensibly for Canadian winters, 
men don’t seem to have much sense 
about clothes either. 


Some years ago, a friend of ours was 
commenting about the dang fools who 
were setting out by plane from a bush 
camp for a holiday in the city, decked 
out in city suits, topcoats and ‘bare 
shoes’. If the plane went down over the 
bush, he pointed out, they'd freeze to 
death. He himself went in parka and 
boots, with waterproof matches and 
other life-saving gear in his pocket. He 
didn’t look as stylish when he arrived in 
town but so what. 


A lot of people are just as foolish 
when they start out in their cars on 
winter roads. In they hop, with a shortie 
coat, and Heaven help them if they get 
stuck and have to walk or push 
themselves out. 


The sensible thing to do is to wear 
layers of loose-fitting clothes. The layers 
will trap insulating air and you can take 
off a layer or two if you get too hotin the 
car. And the layers should be made up 


of fabrics that can ‘breathe’ so that 
moisture constantly being emitted by 
the body as water vapour can escape. 
Once insulating air space in a non- 
breathable nylon-covered down jacket, 
for example, is clogged with 
microscopic ice particles, its usefulness 
is ended. 


If you are out in the weather, pushing 
the car or walking for shelter, avoid 
overheating. At the first indication of 
perspiration, start removing clothes. 
Your head radiates more heat than any 
other part of your body. Covering it 
helps heat the rest of your body, 
uncovering it will cool you down in a 
hurry. 


Wool is unbeatable for winter 
clothing, because it breathes. But if you 
can’t stand itchy underwear, try your 
flannelette pajamas. The baggier they 
are, the more warm air they'll hold close 
to your body. 


Wool is great on the feet too. But 
don’t try to stuff feet, bulky with wool 
socks, into a pair of tight dress shoes. 
Give your feet room to b reath too.

sausage and cook until nicely browned. 
Add the tomatoes with the seasonings 
and simmer until the flavours are well 
blended and the sauce is thick. Lift the 
sausage to a hot platter and pour the 
sauce over it.

Chief Donald Brant of the Tyendinaga 
Reserve is planning to hold a special 
meeting Wednesday night to discuss the 
most recent developments in the 
Shannonville lease situation with his 
new Council. 


Ata meeting in Ottawa last Thursday, 
Tyendinaga Township offered $5,040, 


the current value (at today’s price) ofthe _ 


barrels of flour owning to the Reserve 
since 1971. The offer was made by 
Tyendinaga Township to Department of 
Indian Affairs officials and, according to 
Don Ellis, a Shannonville resident and a 
representative of the township council 
who attended the meeting, ‘The Federal 
Government acknowledged that we 
had tendered the rent now, and in 1971 
and 1972. They also asknowledged that 
the lease is good and valid, and the 
Department of Indian Affairs is going to 
rec ommend that the rent be accepted. 
At the same time, they are going to 
contact the Mohawks and see if they will 
accept the rent.’ 


Chief Brant said, Tuesday, that itis still 
up to the chief to make the final 
decision, but he wants to have his 
people behind him. Jack Ellis, Hastings 


MP had asked him to attend the Ottawa 
meeting, but the inaugural meeting of 
his new council was held last 
Wednesday night and he thought it 
would be premature to send a 
delegation to Ottawa before he had had 
time to speak to council. 


The Ottawa meeting was sparked by 
the turning down of the referendum 
held on the Reserve to get approval for 
the conditional and qualified surrender 
of 124 acres of reserve property. In a 
previous referendum in October, the 
majority vote had been affirmative, but 
not enough qualified voters had cast 
their votes. 


‘The referendum was turned down 
and | want to talk to the leaders of the 
opposition and see why they were 
opposed,’ Chief Brant said. ‘We had 
general meetings ahead of time and 
invited anyone who wanted to attend. 
We answered questions and tried to 
work to get a solution. People seemed in 
favour of it, ahead of time.’ 


‘When | campaigned, | told everyone 
this would be a council working for

DOING WHAT HE LIKES 


Training gun dogs for field trials 


Dave Thompson is another of the 
people in the Quinte area who is doing 
what he wants to do...training dogs for 
the Canadian Kennel Club field trials. 


‘When | figure the hours | work, and 
the money | make, | must enjoy it todo 
it,’ he says. 


Dave operates the Gahonk (wild 
goose) Boarding Kennels on Highway 49 
between Marysville and the Deseronto 
turn off, where he boards dogs and cats 
on short term (while owners are 
vacationing or away for other reasons) 
and on long term (for dogs boarded 
and receiving field trial training). 


‘| had one dog boarding here for over 
a year,’ he said, ‘while its owner was in 
England. But most people who leave 
them for along time are too busy totrain 
them and want them to compete. So | 
run them. 


‘The dogs need training every day. 
One man asked how long it took to train 
a dog and someone told him about 25 
years but the dogs don’t live that 
long..there’s no end to the training.’ 


Around the first of March, he'll be 
heading south with nine or ten dogs, for 
six weeks training. The dogs’ owners pay 


him. 

‘The competitions in Canada start in 
May and they are simulated duck and 
pheasant hunting, but Canadian dogs 
haven't been in the water during the 
winter so they have to be trained where 
it's warmer,’ Dave says. 


The Canadian Kennel Club sets the 
rules. Dead birds are used, shots are 
fired and the dog is sent to get the bird. 
Championship points depend on how 
correctly the dog handles it. It takes 10 
points to make a field point champion. 


Two years ago, he spent three months 
on an island in Georgian Bay, training 
dogs...one of them owned by John 
Robarts, former Premier of Ontario. 


When he gets back from Florida, he 
starts out on the May and June circuit. In 
August he goes to Nova Scotia for 
competitions. 

Dave’s own dogs are brood bitches, 
black and yellow labradors and golden 
retrievers, and he doesn’t enter them in 
competitions. 

‘The labs are good dogs for running,’ 
he says. ‘They accept different runners.

EDITORIAL 


Some 275 people are going to be out 
of work in the Marmora area because 
the Marmoraton iron ore mine will be 
ceasing operations by March 31 of this 
year. 

The effects on the village of 1,400 are 
expected to be disastrous. Marmora- 
ton’s payroll exceeded $4 million a year, 
most of which will now be lost to the 
community. 


The shut-down will mean the loss of 6 
jobs in the Picton area . . . a small 
number in comparison to Marmora, but 
vitally important to the six people who 
will be out of work. These six people 
work at the ore docks, just north of 
Picton. The ore from the mines is 
brought into Picton six days aweek, bya 
Canadian National ore train. It is 
stockpiled at the ore dock and shipped 
out to Bethlehem Steel Corporation by 
lake boat. 


The Marmora ore provides the bulk of 
the shipments carried by the daily train, 
although some cement cars are also 
picked up and delivered at the Lake 
Ontario Cement Company’s plant. 


Whether the daily train will continue 
to run after Marmora closes we have not 
been able to determine, as yet. 


We would like to suggest that it does 
continue to run, and once again, 
provide passenger service to the county, 


There used to be three trains a week, 
bringing freight and passengers into the 
county. ‘Oltimers’ have many memories 
of the fun of getting on the train at 
Bloomfield or some other stop and 
coming into Picton for shopping or 
visiting. 


Prince Edward County is sadly lacking 
in public transportation. Senior citizen 
groups are picking up some of the slack 
and providing some service for their 
own members. But the rest of us are 
stuck if we don’t have a car of our ownat 
our disposal. 


just think of the amount of gas, for 
one item which could be saved if the 
county had something like the GO train 
taking commuters to jobs in Belleville or 
other places, with a fairly short hop to 
the GO station as the only driving to be 
done. 


And just think of the increase in 
business Picton merchants might see if 
there was some way for the car-less 
customers to get to town and browse 
through the stores. 


The railway tracks are there. How 
about some enterprising suggestions for 
making use of them now?

A LITTLE LESS SALT 


A special research program, aimed at 
reducing the amount of salt used to 
keep Ontario roads free of ice and 
snow, is underway on a number of 
clearly marked sites across Southern 
Ontario. 


‘Motorists have become accustomed 
to driving on relatively bare pavement, 
even under the worst winter driving 
conditions. The use of salt can be 
significantly reduced only if the driving 
public is prepared to change their 
driving habits to suit the weather 
conditions that prevail in the province,’ 
Transportation and Communications 
Minister James Snow said. ‘It is our 
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intention to refine our procedures 
rather than introduce drastic changes 
which could result in chaotic traffic 
problems.’ 


Fortunately , none of the test sites are 
in the Quinte area. With the record 
snowfalls we've been having, the traffic 
is chaotic enough, without throwing 
any more curves at us. 


ANOTHER GRANT 


Prince Edward Region Conservation 
Authority will get another $9,000 
provincial grant to further develop the 
Macauley Mountain facilities. The 
Ontario Ministry of Natural Resources 
has approved $10,000 in all for a 
workshop project at the site. Abaut a 
year ago, a $1,000 grant had been 
approved for the workshop. The plan 
was subsequently expanded with 
provincial approval. 


The major expansion of the 
conservation workshop project is 
additional to a $9,000 conservation grant 
approved for the conservation area last 
fall, MPP James Taylor, Minister of 
Energy, reported. This grant was to 
provide fencing, landscaping and a tree 
nursery as well as development of a 
skating rink and pond facilities on the 
site.

Deseronto’s finances in good shape 


Deseronto had a surplus of about 
$22,000 in 1977, Reeve Roger Cole, 
chairman of the finance committee told 
town council at Monday night's 
meeting. 


We're going into 1978 in reasonably 
good shape, he said. ‘We did a 
reasonable job of keeping inside our 
budgets.’ 


The actual projected surplus is 
$60,000, but $38,000 of this is earmarked 


for use next year for work that couldn’t 
be done this year. 


Carman Milligan told the Scanner that 
the surplus came about not because 
taxes had been set too high, but because 
of grants and other income which had 
been difficult to estimate in advance, 
such as the Resource Equalization Grant 
being higher than expected, and 
additional amounts from compen- 
sation.

Less land needed - no expropriation for 
joining Sandbanks and Outlet: Taylor 


Hon James Taylor, MPP for Prince 
Edward - Lennox, was in there pitching 
for his constituents last week when he 
carried their concerns about the 
acreage needed by the Ministry of 
Natural Resources to carry our their 
master plan for linking Outlet Beach 
and Sandbanks Provincial Parks, right to 
the Ministry officials at Queen’s Park. 


There was great concern in the county 
when the preliminary master plan was 
released by the Natural Resources 
Ministry. The Ministry had called for 
public response, and it got it. 


County planner R. Ahmed called fora 
firm stand against the Ministry which, he 
was quoted as saying ‘Made a mockery 
of local planning goals and objectives.’ 
At least four townships . . . Wellington, 
Athol, Hillier and North Marysburgh . . . 
responded promptly, passing 
resolutions supporting the planning 
board’s opposition to the parks plan. 


Possible loss of prime agricultural 
land, and doubt about local demand for 
any expansion of park facilities, were 
county concerns. 


Last week Mr. Taylor met with officials 
from the Natural Resources Ministry to 
present local concerns. 


Asa result of the meeting, the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources is scaling 
down the acreage needed to link the 
two parks, and there is no urgency to 
acquire the land, Mr. Taylor reported. 


The preliminary master plan 
visualized acquiring another 350 
acres.Following his meeting with 
Ministry officials, Mr. Taylor said that 
only about 100 acres more land would 
appear necessary. 


‘None of the acreage still required 
would be prime agricultural land and, in 
any event, the government would be 
quite prepared to wait until the owners 
wish to sell it. There would not be any 
expropriation. In short, we want to 
proceed in accordance with local 
wishes. The matter will be further 
discussed with Prince Edward County 
planners.’ 

He concurred with the Ministry's 


contention that both parks should be 
linked by an adequate corridor but he 


felt there was no local demand for 
expansion of park facilities. 


‘| think that we must continue to 
strike a balance in Prince Edward 
County between the contribution that 
the tourist industry and agriculture both 
make to our economy,’ he said.

A DREAM COME TRUE 
“€ Old school becomes cozy retirement home 
, 


The old schoolhouse, built on the 
western edge of Northport back in the 
1840's or 50's, served as a place of 
learning for youngsters for over 100 
years. 


Now it’s serving a different purpose .. 
it's a retirement home for Bill and Ethel 
Linton. 


They had spent vacations in this area 
and wanted to settle here, but money 
for a retirement home was a problem. 


‘We brought up a family in the 
depression and couldn’t put much 
aside. But we wanted a home of our own 
some day,’ Mrs. Linton said. 


‘We used to board with Clint and 
Laura Hambly on the High Shore Road 
for summer vacations, and we loved the 
area. When we heard that some 
schoolhouses were going up for 
auction, we bid for this one and went up 
to $975. That was the final bid and the 
auctioneer said he couldn't let it go for 
less than $1,000 but the schoolboard said 
we could have it.’ 


They bought it in 1967 and spent 
holidays there, not moving in 
permanently until two years later, when 
they retired. 


They have kept a lot of character in 
the old school. When you step into the 
small entrance hall, there is a familiar 
school room picture of Queen Elizabeth 
over the doorway leading into the main 
part of the house. It hung in the,school 
and was purchased at a separate auction 
by the Lintons. 


Stepping into the main part of the 
house from the hallway, the first 
impression is one of spaciousness and 
light... a tribute to the imagination and 
thought the Lintons put into the making 
of one big room, with 12 foot ceilings, 
into-a warm and comfortable home. 


The heating problem dictated how 
the area would be divided. There is no 
basement, ‘You can’t get under the 
floor,’ Bill said. ‘It’s all stone - solid rock.” 


They decided to heat with the Duo- 
Therm oil stove used to keep pupils at 
the school warm. It is centred in the 
building with pipe going out through 
the back part of the house. 


The ceiling has some insulation, but 
they don’t need insulation on the walls 
or floor. 


There are actually three outer walls. 
The frame outside, two by fours and an 
inner wall. 


‘When the man came to put a hole 
through for the telephone he 
commented, ‘No cold will ever get 
through here,’ And the floors have 
three thicknesses too,’ they pointed out. 


But, with just the central heating unit, 
the interior of the building had to be 
kept partly open for the heat to 
circulate. 


They accomplished this by 
partitioning off the back area for a 
bedroom with an eight-foot high 
panelled wall, finished off on top by 
four feet of lattice work open panelling. 
A half wall cuts off the kitchen at the 
front of the house. 


The left half of the living room area is 
panelled on the walls and has the 
original school windows with rounded 
tops. On the other side, at the back of 
the kitchen area, a new picture window 
has been installed. But the walls on that 
side are still the old, painted narrow

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EDITORIAL 


The proposal for a nuclear waste 
deposit site in Marmora has raised its 
ugly head again. 


It has been suggested by geologist, 
George Wahl, as one of the economic 
alternatives when the Marmoraton 
mineworks shut down. The area has a 
large workforce, oriented to mining and 
excavation . . . it is well served by 
transportation links and the 
geological formations are promising as a 
storage station for waste from Ontario 
Hydro nuclear generators. 


The Kingston Whig-Standard, in an 
editorial this week, also suggested that 
there were grounds for re-considering 
the idea of a waste disposal site near 
Marmora, provided that adequate 
precautions could be devised. The 
editorial pointed out that ‘although the 
area is theoretically vulnerable to 
earthquake action, the substrata are 
believed to have remained unchanged 
for hundreds of thousands of years. . .’ 
and ‘are relatively stable with little 
probability of future disturbance.’ As 
further inducement, the editorial points 
out that the plan would provide a new 
industry for the area in decades ahead. 


Frankly, we find the suggestion even 


more frightening now than we did when 
it came up for discussion last spring, and 
was strongly opposed by environment- 
alists. 


The new, and highly emotional, factor 
~ providing jobs for people out of work - 
should have no place in any 
consideration of disposal of long-life, 
lethal pollutants. 


We have made many mistakes in the 
past, putting profit-making and job 
creation above preservation of the 
environment of the future. 


We can’t afford to be stampeded into 
it where nuclear waste is concerned. 


Ontario Hydro has signed a contract 
with Denison Mines Ltd., for the supply 
of 63,000 tons of uranium concentrates 
between 1980 and 2011, and a contract 
with Preston Mines Ltd. forthe supply of 
an estimated 36,000 tons of uranium 
oxide in concentrates between 1984 and 
2020. Both contracts are conditional 
upon approval by the Provincial 
Government. 


There’s going to be pressure to finda 
place to store all the waste from this 
nuclear material if the contracts are 
approved. There’s still time for asecond 
look.

boards used for the schoolroom walls. 


Right angled, decorative struts help 
support the ceiling and wire cables run 
from side to side. These were in the old 
school when they bought it and they 
have left them as they were. 


The old school house lights hang 
down from the ceiling too. 


_Cupboards have been built along the 
kitchen area, which is at the front. ‘Ilike 
my kitchen where | can keep and eye on 
things and see what's going up and 
down the road,’ Ethel said. 


‘We're stuck now without a car. Bill 
used to be a daring driver when he wasa 
young fellow, but he got nervous in his 
fifties and sixties and doesn’t drive any 
more.’ He is 78 and Mrs. Linton is 75. 
They have been married almost 58 years. 


One of the first things they did was to 
get the plumbing in. The pipes run 
underground from the well to a box 
outside the kitchen. The box is filled 
with straw to keep out the cold and ‘I 
sometimes get up at night when it’s real 
cold and run the water for a few 
minutes,’ Bill said. 


The water pump is under the kitchen 
sink and the water pipes, back to the 
bathroom which has been built on one 
side of the bedroom, are along the wall, 
inside the house, where they won't 
freeze. 


‘A plumber had to work all day togeta 
hole to put the pipe to the septic tank,’ 
Bill said. 


There's a small storage room off the 
entrance hall which used to be privies 
for the old school . . . There wasn’t any 
plumbing then. ‘We took the seats out 
to the dump and we use it as a storage

room now.” 


Mr. Linton still does some gardening, 
‘But sometimes | wish he wouldn't,’ his 
wife said. ‘He grouses about the 
weather!’ 


But he finds a lot of interesting things 
when he digs out back . .. things lost by 
children many years ago. 


‘See my lucky ring,’ he said, ‘I found it 
and it had my initial on it.’ Another 
interesting find was a hexagonal-shaped 
metal tag with ‘Good for 1 pail’ on one 
side and ‘Northport Canning Factory’ 
on the other. 


Mr. Linton was able to do some of the 
work on the house himself. He has hada 
variety of jobs in the past. When they got 
married, he was working with a leather 
works, making harnesses. He has 
worked ina casket factory. ‘They used to 
kid me by asking ‘What are your 
measurements, Bill?” he said. 


And he was a diamond driller in 
Kirkland Lake for some years. Ethel liked 
the north - ‘Boy, could | snow shoe!’ 


Just before retirement, they were 
looking after an apartment building in 
Toronto. They wouldn’t want to be 
doing it now, they said, with some of the 
kinds of people they're getting in the 
apartments now. 


The Lintons have a two-year-old 
chihuahua, Honey, and a year-old cat, 
Fluffy, to keep them company. They 
have their colour TV and lots of books, 
which they trade around with the 
neighbours. They depend on the 
neighbours to get to the store or to have 
things brought in. ‘The neighbours are 
great,’ they said. But they wish there was 
still a store in Northport like there used * 
to be a few years ago.

Ontario Hydro crews are using a new construction site on Highway 49, just south of 401, to service men and equipment as the power 
line from Lennox Generating Station to Mount Pleasant goes into construction. 


Curving access roads, more trees make new lines less visible 


Ontario Hydro has been prettying up 
its act over the last years ... with an eye 
to the environmental and visual impact 
of those hydro towers stalking across the 
landscape. 


In the old days, everything was 
slashed down along the hydro right-of- 
way, making access roads for work 
crews, and getting rid of foliage which 
might grow tall and interfere with the 
wires. 


No more . . . the towers carrying the 
lines north from the Lennox generating 
Station to the junction on Mount 
Pleasant will be in straight lines, but the 
access paths are zigging and zagging 
across the townships, through the 
foliage and past homes and cottages. 


Norm Manning, Hydro’s P.R. officer 
for Eastern Ontario, took the Scanner 
for an on-site tour of the area where the 
first of the construction work is 
underway. 


Hydro owns the more than 13 mile 
corridor needed for the project. The 
tower sites, at 900-ft. intervals, are 
already located by orange stakes and the 
footings for the four legs of some of the 
towers have already been constructed. 
Next will come the erection of the 
towers and the stringing of the wires. 


‘We're trying to keep all our 
construction low profile,’ Mr. Manning 
said. ‘With Hydro’s new forestry 
policies, we're interested in the looks of 
things. We take down only the quick- 
growing trees, where possible. And we 
sometimes prune other trees, instead of 
taking them down.’

Road, from which Napanee gets its 
power, is only about three years old and 
was built on the low-profile style ...no 
big tangle of towers and wires up highin 
the sky. 


‘On older sites, which weren’t built 
this way, we sometimes build hills 
around them now and plant trees on the 
hills to make it look better,’ Mr. 
Manning pointed out. 


A forestry man himself, he is 
enthusiastic about the new approach. 


Hydro has set up a construction site 
on highway 49, just south of 401, to 
service men and equipment for the new 
line construction. 


Asked about the new line which will, 
eventually, go westward from Mount 
Pleasant to Oshawa, Mr. Manning said 
owners of property along the line have 
been given an extended deadline for 
voicing objections. But, where Hydro 
has permission, it is already doing some 
surveying to help pinpoint locations for 
towers and access roads. 


Cost of constructing the Lennox to 
Oshawa line has been estimated at $82 
million . . . not counting the cost of 
acquiring property or easements. 


There is no date set, as yet, for any 
construction on the Lennox to Picton 
line. 


Deseronto crime takes a nose dive in ’77 


It would appear, from the 1977 report 
given to Deseronto Council last week, 
by the Police Department, that crime’ 
has taken something of a nose dive in 
the town. 


The only area where an upsurge is 
reported is in the number of 
housebreaking occurrences...8 in 1977, 
compared with 5 in 1976...but the 
shopbreaking occurrences went down 
from 13 to 9. This might be due, in some 
measure, to the fact that people are 
taking more precautions. Only 9 
premises were found insecure, 
compared with 20 the previous year.

Don’t fiddle with phone book 
while your house is burning 


If you live in Prince Edward County, 
better not wait until a fire breaks out 
before you start thumbing through the 
phone book, looking for a numbe r to 
call. 


The Scanner had heard some 
complaints from people who called the 
wrong fire department in past weeks. So 
we got out the phone book and started 
checking for ourselves 


In the Picton-Bloomfield-Wellington 
part of the book, there is a listing on 
page 121, in bold type,FIRE 
EMERGENCY CALLS. Picton Fire 
Department is listed, so is Sophiasburgh. 
And, from phones in Wellington, you 
are told to call a ZEnith number in 
Belleville. Bloomfield, Hallowell, is also 
listed. 


And, on another page, there is a 
listing for Wellington Fire Department. 


There are no listings for North or 
South Marysburgh, Athol, or 
Ameliasburgh in the Picton section of 
the phone book. 


After some searching, we found 
Ameliasburgh listed in the Belleville 
section of the phone book. 


And we discovered, through a phone 
call to the Picton Fire Department, that 
the Picton firemen cover North 
Marysburgh and Athol Townships too. 


The only mystery remaining was who 
do you call to fight your fire in South 
Marysburgh? 


One resident we contacted said he 
learned the names of the volunteer 
firemen ‘by word of mouth’. Another 
said she had picked up a card at one of 
the two Milford stores, on which four 
numbers were listed...one for each of 
the four volunteers, starting with the 
chief, A Ford. 


‘We put cards in the two general 


stores in Milford for people to pick up 
and take home with them,’ Mr. Ford 
said. ‘It was fairly successful’..but he 
didn’t know how many people actually 
kept the cards close to their phones. 


Tracking down the above 
information took us quite a bit of 
time...a lot more time than anyone is 
going to have if a fire does break out. 


Here’s what we found ...for easy 
reference. But we. would advise people 
to check out their own particular area 
number for themselves...just to make 
sure they get the right department if 
they need it.

Prince Edward-Lennox MPP resigns 
position of Ontario Energy Minister 


Prince Edward - Lennox MPP, James 
Taylor of Northport, resigned Friday, 
from his position as Minister of Energy 
in the Provincial Government's Cabinet, 
and his going has not been a quiet one 
The resignation was accepted by 
Premier William Davis one day before 
Cabinet shuffle announcements were 
made 


According to a Canadian Press report, 
Mr. Taylor spoke openly, on the 
weekend, about what he called the 
sham and the pretence of politics and 
the bureaucracy his sense of 
disillusionment and disagreement with 
the government of Premier William 
Davis which almost caused him to resign 
while he was social services minister - 
‘You run into a system that’s more 
important than the substance.’ 


Mr. Taylor had held two controversial 
cabinet posts. He was Minister of 
Community and Social Services when 
the 1976 limit of 5.5 per cent spending 
increase was set for the Ministry. In his 
newspaper interview he hinted that he 
was left defenceless in implementing 
the cuts because he wasn’t told how to 
hold the line - just to hold it 


In the less than a year during which he 
was Minister of Energy, another very 
sensitive post, he was under constant 
fire for what opposition members said 
was a lack of knowledge about his 
Ministry. Most recent target for criticism 
was a government decision to buy $7 
million of uranium for nuclear power 
plants. 


He told reporters that his mandate in 
the Cabinet was not to investigate 
options or alternatives. His mandate was 
to study the terms of contracts with the 
companies, and that was all he could do 


He was also criticized for his handling 
of Ontario Hydro which he said was a

Reuben Baetz, new Energy Minister, 
got down to work right away, touring 
Ministry offices and getting a briefing 
on major energy issues ... keeping some 
civil servants at work long after closing 
time. 


Mr. Baetz said his top priority will be 
to clean up the Government's 
relationship with Ontario Hydro ... a 
relationship which, he said, had in the 
past few years, troubled and perplexed 
energy ministers. He said Ontario Hydro 
has failed to communicate with the 
public on the nuclear option. 


Mr. Taylor has made no statements 
about what he will do in the future, 
other than that he will not seek 
provincial re-election. A meeting is 
being held in Napanee this week at 
which future plans may be discussed 
with local constituents 


Seven property owners request hearing 
on Lennox-PE hydro line expropriation 


No one likes to be in the position of 
having to decide disputes involving 
neighbours, and James Taylor, MPP for 
Prince Edward-Lennax, is not going to 
be in that position now that he has 
resigned as Ontario's Energy Minister. 


When Ontario Hydro is expropriating 
land for a right of way, property owners 
have a right to a hearing. The officer at 
the hearing sends his report to the 
Minister of Energy, who has the final szy 
on whether to approve, disapprove, or 
approve with modifications, in each 
disputed instance. 


Seven of the 82 property owners in 
North Fredericksburgh andSophias- 
burgh, affected by the right of way for 
the new power line from the Lennox 
Generating Station to Prince Edward, 
have requested hearings. They will be 
appearing at the expropriation hearings 
scheduled to be held in the County 
Court House, Napanee, on Feb. 8, with 
B.W.Trumpour presiding as hearing 
officer. 


Purpose of the hearings is to 
determine whether the taking of the 
land is fair, sound and reasonably 
necessary in the achievement of Hydro’s 
objectives. 


Back last fall, Ontario Hydro filed 
application with the Ontario 
Government to expropriate property 
for the 230-kilovolt line extending into 
the county across the Hayward Long 


Reach, via submarine cable. Hydro’s 
next step was to inform property owners 
that the application for expropriation 
approval had been filed and to advise 
them of compensation, hearings and 
other procedures. 


N. Manning, Hydro’s public relations 
officer for this area, said Tuesday that no 
final decision had yet been made 
concerning the method for 
submarining the line under the Long 
Reach. 


Stepped sewer - 
rate accepted 


After some discussion Monday night, 
Deseronto Council has decided to 
withdraw its protest against sewer rates 
and to accept the stepped up rate 
choice given to them by the Ministry of 
the Environment. 


A letter from the Ministry, in reply to 
an appeal for a revision of the rates by 
the Town, provided supporting 
information for the rate schedule. 


‘Based on what they require, the rates 
don’t seem too unreasonable to me,’ 
said Carman Milligan, clerk-treasurer. 


Mayor John Neal wanted to know 
whether the stepped rate would mean 
any increase to the homeowner and Mr.

Prison work gangs picking Prince 
Edward County crops? ... and at higher 
wages than the present migrants get? 


Donald Roach, an advisory council 
member to correctional services 
Minister Frank Drea, has suggested that 
about 1,000 Ontario prisoners could be 
used to replace the people now brought 
in by the Federal Government to pick 
such foods as tomatoes and apples. 


Mr. Roach , who accompanied the 
Correctional Services Minister on a tour 
of prison work-gangs in Georgia, was 
quoted as saying that inmates should be 
paid at rates comparable to, or better 
than those of the migrant workers. 


Well, that’s one suggestion to get the 
crops in, but it’s not too likely to get 
support from local farmers who have 
been pressing Immigration and 
Manpower Departments to come up 
with decisions on off-shore labour. 


The question of off-shore workers has 
been a thorny one in the Quinte area. 


Granted, farmers need to have 
temporary workers to help bring the 
crops in, but with such high 
unemployment in our own country, 
many people question why workers 
should be brought in from abroad. 


The Federal Government's answer is 


assistance in shipping unemployed 
Canadians from low-emloyment areas 
to sections of the country where they 
are needed. Last month, the Federal 
Government siad it was prepared to 
spend larger sums this year and that it 
would not be increasing the size of the 
off-shore program at a high time of 
unemployment. 


But some farmers have complained 
that the government offices have filled 
requests for field hands with inadequate 


people. 
So what's the solution? 


Perhaps it’s time we tried out some 
methods that have proved their worth 
over the years in other countries. In 
England, whole families head out in 
trailers in a holiday mood to pick hopsin 
the country, and school hoidays are 
arranged so students can help with the 
crops.

Conservatives not NDP are welfare party: Samis 


‘The Conservatives, not the NDP are 
the welfare party’, George Samis, MPP 
Cornwall, told supporters from the 
Prince Edward-Lennox Riding 
Association at a meeting held in 
Deseronto, Thursday night. 


Criticising the Conservatives’ inaction 
on unemployment, he said, ‘Where 
there are no jobs, people go on 
unemployment insurance and, when 
that runs out ... on welfare. The NDP 
wants people earning.’ 


‘Jobs are going south. We have to 
come up with what we’d do to improve 
research and development in 
manufacturing ... what we'd do to help 
small business ... we have to learn more 
about how the private part of our 
economony works,’ he said. 


‘The party is on the rebound, the past 
few month weren’t great for the NDP’ 
he said, and cited the last provincial 
election, the resignation of party leader 
Stephen Lewis and the ‘decimating 
news of the NDP loss in Manitoba ... ‘We 
bottomed out, but we’re on the way 
back up now. We've got 33 seats in the 
Legislature and we only had 19 when 
Stephen Lewis was elected party leader 
back in 1970.’ 


‘Despite the dirtiest campaign in the 
media, the conservatives didn’t get a 
majority in the last election, yet they are 
behaving in the legislature as if they won 
the election. Nobody wants to cause an 
election, but, when the two opposition 
parties get together, the conservatives 
will back down.’ 


He predicted that the conservatives 
will pick the time for the election, 
probably in the fall of 1979. And that 
William Davis would not be the party 
leader. ‘They'll call a leadership 
convention about a year ahead of time 
and give the new leader a year of 
experience before they go to the 
electorate. They've done this in the past 
and it has been a very clever way to do 
it.’ 

The meeting had been called to elect 
a new executive for the riding 
association and to name delegates to the 
NDP leadership convention coming up 
in February. 


New riding president is Garry Hanna 
of Amherstview. He is vice-president of 
Local 31, Bell Canada, Communications 
workers of Canada. 


Jan Nicol-Samis, candidate for the 
riding in the last two provincial election, 
and retiring vice-president, said Mr. 
Hanna had worked very hard in the last 
provincial elections, and that she 
thought there was great potential for 
the party in the Amherstview-Bath area. 
‘It’s going to be difficult for a new 
president,’ she said, ‘I was very happy to 
represent the riding, but it is difficult to 
handle because of its size.’ 


Other officers named were Robin 
Lunn, Picton, secretary; Theresa LaRose, 
Picton, chief financial officer; Alec 
Lunn, Picton, provincial council 
delegate. Delegates for the leadership 
convention are Jan Nicol, AlecLunn and 
Garry Hanna.

by the Eskimo people. The book was 
brought into our office by Don Miller, 
who spent eight years in the Arctic 


All the information in the book is 
given in both languages, English and 
Eskimo. Much of the information is 
graphically illustrated by Erica 
Nutaradlaluk and shows, in easy-to- 
understand pictures, just how a recipe 
should be followed. 


The text at the beginning, giving basic 
information about foods required to 
keep healthy, points out what has 
happened to the native people in recent 
years, and how the coming of so-called 
civilization has upset their healthy way 
of life. 


Here are some quotes from the text. 


‘In the old times, Eskimos appeared to 
have a wholesome way to feed 
themselves and their children.Except 
for some very unfortunate periods 
when there was no fish or game and 
they starved, they seemed to manage to 
find just the right type of food at the 
right time of the year tofill all the body's 
needs and to remain strong and healthy. 
That appears to be different now. We 
find many children and some women 
and even some men now with too little 
red blood; some children with weak 
muscles and bones; some with skin and 
gums which get easily inflamed, all signs 
of the lack of the right food. 


‘In some settlements now there is not 
as much native food availble, and 
people must buy from the store. It 
would be useless to say don’t eat store 
food. Store food is not bad, but when 
using store food it is important to 
choose a variety of foods. It is also 
important to choose the right foods. 
Cookies, candy, pop, will keep people 
from getting hungry, but they will not

keep people healthy and strong.’ 


The recipes are divided into three 
sections..indexed in the corner by one 
of three drawings...a jumping stick man 
for the milk and meat group, the Grow 
foods; a beaming sun for the fruits and 
vegetables; a running stick man for the 
breads and cereals, the Go foods. 


In the meat section, readers are 
advised that land meats like caribou and 
seal are better than store meats, and also 
cheaper. 


‘Make sure to get some fresh meat 
and fish either by own hunting and 
fishing or trading and sharing at all 
seasons. For making strong muscles and 
good new blood there is no be tter meat 
in the world than seal meat and almost 
as good is caribou, bear, whale, rabbit, 
muskrat, ducks, ptarmigan and others.’ 


On vitamins...'Willow leaves and buds 
and some other plants and seaweeds 
have lots of this vitamin and also iron 
and other healthy stuff in them. Insome 
places on the eastern Arctic one cang et 
between tides seaweed even in winter 
and buds from willows too can be 
collected oin wind exposed hills most of 
the time. Old Eskimos used to mix them 
with fresh or dried berries and seal oil 
and made Eskimo ice cream (Akutak). 
That really will pep you up in winter and 
spring when one gets tired by lack of 
vitamins.’ 


For strong teeth...‘You all know that 
with the old type of food people had 
good teeth up into old age and that 
nowadays even children have lots of 
rotten teeth. To clean teeth and 
strengthen gums, and at the same time 
give some stuff to make strong bone: 
and teeth,which is important for 
children and mothers expecting babies, 
is to chew bones, such as the soft ends of 
ribs.’ 


Another area in which the cookbook 
gives advice is planning three meals a 
day...‘In the old days, people did not sit 
down at a table for meals. Rather they 
are small amounts of food throughout 
the day, whenever they were hungry. It 
was quite easy to do this because the 
family was usually tog ether at home all 
day. Nowadays children get up early to 
go to school and many g rownups work 
at job s away from home. 


Some sample menus...breakfast, 
caribou, orange juice and toast or 
bannock; lunch or dinner, seal liver, 
peas, pilot biscuits, milk and canned 
peaches.
